New Yorl; World. 

Two great piles of granite erected by 
C. P. Huntington, one in New York City 
and the other in Woodlawn Cemetery, 
bear witness to the man s financial 
solidity. 

Mr. Huntington does not live in his 
big stone palace at Fifty-seventh street 
and Fifth avenue, nor is be to be found 
at his huge mausoleum. 

The tomb faces the East on the very 
crest of Chapel Hill, asenlinel placed to 
look out over Westchester county. 

The mausoleum of the President of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad is empty. It 
has been five years in the building. 
Nothing in the New World approaches 
it in durability. Each tier of the steps 
in the fifty feet of solid rock, from the 
roadway to the door of the mausolei 
is hewn from a single piece of granite. 
The main platform is a single forty-ton 
stone. Its foundation is sixteen feet un- 
derground. 

The mausoleum is forty two feet long, 
twenty eight feet wide and twenty four 
feet high. The gates are of bronze, and 
the interior is of Italian marble. It con 
tains sixteen catacombs.

A VICE-PRESIDENT. 



William Rufus King (born April 8th. 
178tS died April 18th, 1853.) was a Vice 
President of the United States who never 
served in that capacity, and one who 
took the oath of office on foreign soil- 
something which can be said of no other 
executive officer which has ever been 
elected by the people of this country. 
King was an invalid, but his friends 
urged him to tskc second place on the 
ticket with Pierce in 1852. Both were 
elected, but Mr. King's health failed so 
rapidly that he was forced to go to Cuba 
early in 1853, some two and a half months 
before inauguration day. Not having re 
turned (0 the United Statea by March 4th, 
Congress passed a special act authorizing 
the U. S Consul at Matantaa, Cuba, to 
swear him in as Vice President at about 
the hour when Pierce was taking the 
oath of office at Washington This ar 
ement was carried out to a dot. and 
on the day appointed, at a plantation on 
one of the highest hills in the vicinity of 
Matanzas, Mr Kiugwa. made V ice Presi- 
dent of the United States amid the soleesu 
Vaya vol con Dios (God be with yon) 
of the Creoles who had asaeaabled to wit- 
less the unit^ua spectacle V oe President 
King returned to his home at Catawba, 
Ala., arriving at that place April 17U. 
1853. and died the following day. His 
remain, were laid to rest on hie plants 
tlon, known as Pine Hills.
